A STRONG PLEA FOR 
"STABILISATION. 


A meeting of the Currency Com- 
mittee was held on the Ist of ‘May, |, 
when Mr. T. H. R. Shaw, Manager 
in Hongkong of Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire, and Professor R. 
Robertson, M. A., of Hongkong 
University, attended to give evl- 


dence. ° . 

In Mr. Shaw’s opinion the pre- 
sent currency is the most ‘ad- 
vantageous for the trade of the 
Colony in view of the currency pre- 
vailing in Chiria, The unsatisfac- 
tory features of . the present cur- 
rency are the fluctuations to ‘which 
silver generally is liable and the 
fluctuating premium on the bank 


_|note over _ silver parity. The re- 


medy he thought was to get rid of 
this Buctuating premium und at- 
fain silver parity and, provided 
China did the ‘same, thing, to 
stabilise the sterling value of the 
silver dollar, The premium 1s de- 
trimental to prosperity and might 
be controlled by a freer circulation 
of legitimate silver and by Govern- 
ment legislating to make it an of- 
fence to charge a premium. _ There 
js in his opinion no scarcity of 
silver but it is not circulating as 
frecly ag notes because of the pre- 
mium on the latter. To stabilise 
the value of the dollar ig desir- 
able, but he did not think any steps 
should be taken to that end unless 
there was concurrent similar action 
in China. . : 

Professor Robertson, to whom 
the Committee is greatly indebted. 
for a well-considered memorandum 
covering the various questions at 
fysue, thought that a pronounced 
disparity between the unit, of 
Hongkong currency and silver 
parity could not have appeared had 
coins continued to circulate freely 
and had there been no impediment 
\to the inflow and outflow of silver 
dollars. - By a convention the notes 
of the issuing banks became the 
recognised money of account and 
dollars ceased to be accepted or to 
circulate, ~ 

If silver fell the note lagged, 
though till the summer of 1929 
the premium even if it fluctuated 
did not become. unmanageable; 
but after that time for what- 
ever cause it threatened to be~ 
come a totally incalculable factor 
till action was taken for the re- 
udmigsion of silver dollars into 
free circulation. : : 

Disadvantageous Currency. 

Professor Robertson thought that 
the present currency Was dis- 
advantageous to the trade of the 
colony insofar as the minds . of 
merchants must always be in un- 
certainty because of cising and 
falling. exchanges. It was true 
that the trade of Hongkong is a 
preponderatingly transit trade and 
thus it was out of her power to re- 
move instability of exchange as af- 
fecting her transit trade as long as, 
between the ultimate countries of 
origin and destination no stability 
exists, but it wags at least advisable 
for Hongkong to have a currency 
which would not introduce ad- 
ditional instabilities or uncertainty. 
She should therefore have a cur- 
rency stable either with regard to 
the gold countries with which she 
deals or with regard to China, and 
at present she attained neither of 
these desiderata, There were fur- 
ther ‘disadvantage in the pre- 
sent currency in connexion with the 
payment of ‘administrative expenses 
out of a silver revenue, and where 
individuals and institutions have 
to meet sterling expenses out of 
dollar incomes. 

In the Professor's opinion a 
fluctuating or uncertain premium 
was detrimental to trade and pros- 
perity; but an unvarying premium 
was not necessarily so, as it would 
at lenst remove one source of un- 
certainty. The higher real cost of. 
shipping and other services entailed 
by Hongkong might not be a handi- 
cap to her with her competitors, as 
prices must in the long run adjust 
themselves to purchasing power. 
Fluctuation would however prevent 
such adjustment. 

Advantage of Stability. 

Professor Robertson did not 
think the linking of the currency 
with silver was on a balance of ad- 
vantage and disadvantage good for 
the Colony. He thought {it could 
be argued that there is an anomaly
